City Asked 
To Pass Anti 
(langster law 

(Jnind Jury Wants Sixth 
Class Municipalities To 
KcRister Ex-convicts 

Sierra Madre and other cities 
of tile sixth class have been I 
asked by a committee of Uie j 
county grand jury to cooperatei 
with the county and the City of! 
L<j.s .Angeles in striking against i 
the winter invasion of Eastern 
gangsters and other menacing 
criminal elements by the adoption 
of a drastic ex-convict registra¬ 
tion law. The Board of Super- 
vi.sors already has pa.s.sed such 
an onilnance to govern crime in 
the unincorporated county areas 
patterned after a similar enact¬ 
ment in Los Angeles. It is ex¬ 
pected general adoption of such 
s law will cut the floating gang¬ 
ster element 90 percent in a short 
time. 

The new county ordinance re¬ 
quires that everyone who has 
l.een convicted of a felony within 
the last ten years register with 
the sheriff’s office within 48 
hours after his arrival in Los 
.Angeles county. Al.so he must 
give his address, and report with¬ 
in 24 liours after moving within 
the unincorporated areas. 

Exempt from these provisions 
are persons who have been 
paroletl, pardoned, or are on pro¬ 
bation. or whose probation or 
parole periods have passed with¬ 
out revocation. Tliose registered 
will Im' finger-printed and photo¬ 
graphed, and further identifica¬ 
tion information will be held in 
confiilence to he shown only to ^ 
officers of the law. I 

Failure to register makes the ; 
violator liable to $500 fine and 
six months imprisonment or both, j 
and the .same penalty may be in-1 
flicted for each day over the 48 
or 24 hour periods that the ex- 
convict fails to comply with the 
new law.

Now is the time to make sure 
that no dry vines encircle your 
chimney, that there are no leaks 
in your gas connections or gas 
hose, warns Fire Chief VV. D. 
Richards. The Chief cautions that 
in the past many fires have been 
caused from chimney sparks ig¬ 
niting vine growth that has been 
allowed to climb past the roof 
line. 

"Now that cool weather is 
starting," Richards says, "we 
want to stress to every citizen 
the dangers that attend the com¬ 
mon gas stove .The gas should 
always be turned off at the wall 
connection as well as at the 
stove, and hose should be 
checked. These simple precautions 
may prevent fires and serious 
cases of aphixiation in the com¬ 
ing winter." 


Despite Federal work relief and 
other media of unemployment re¬ 
lief lately provided, the Red Cross 
is still carrying on much-needed 
activities, as the following July- 
August monthly report of the 
local chapter shows: 

The total amount expended for 
groceries, medicine, incidentals 
and general expenses for the two- 
month period was $159.19. There 
were 83 families aided with food 
and clothing, and 134 articles of 
government ready-made clothing 
distributed. In July 57 sacks of 
flour were distributed, which ex¬ 
hausted the last of the govern¬ 
ment shipments scheduled. Ten 
transients were given aid, 52 ar¬ 
ticles of used clothing distributed, 
151 quarts of milk sent to homes, 
106 office interviews granted, and 
30 persons given incidental aid.

The proportion of tax revenue 
for both county and city purposes 
that goes toward the payment of 
interest and bond retirement was 
termed appalling by A. Morseby 
Smith, noted political economist, 
in a talk before the Building 
Owners and Managers association 
of Los Angeles, this week. 

Comparing the tax burdens of 
property ow’ners in England and 
America, Mr. Smith said that this 
matter of interest payments con¬ 
stitutes the great difference in 
the tw’o countries. Governmental 
expenses for general purposes are 
higher in England than in 
America because of the dole and 
war debt, yet the actual taxes 
paid are approximately the .same. 
In other words American taxpay¬ 
ers are required to pay almost 
the same for interest as the 
English do for the dole and war 
debt. 

“American municipalities, by 
which I mean both cities and 
counties, are spending more money 
to be paid off in the future than 
they will ever be able to pay,"

Sierra Madre war veterans 
whose disabilities were directly 
connected with service in the war 
and who were cut off from com¬ 
pensation by recent Federal 
economy measures, were given 
hope of reinstatement this week 
as announcement came of the 
appointment of a special rating 
board in Los .Angeles. 

The rating board will function 
to consider cases designated as 
"presumptive," i.e., cases where 
men suffer from organic or ner¬ 
vous diseases presumed to have 
been caused by the war. In such 
cases where medical judgment 
has proved that the disabilities 
may have lain dormant for years, 
the veteran formerly did not 
have to show evidence of dis¬ 
ability while in active military 
or naval service. 

Since the act of March 20, 
1933, which is the new pension 
law, such cases have been re¬ 
viewed and where the records in 
the government folder do not in¬ 
dicate that disability manifested 
itself within one year from date 
of discharge to the degree of ten 
percent or more, proof has been 
required.
